Qatari Diplomat to Leave the U.S. 



Official allegedly 
joked about a bomb 
in on-flight incident 

Washington 

A Qatari diplomat was on his way 
to an official visit with an impris- 
oned al- Qaeda sleeper agent when 
he touched off a bomb scare by 
slipping into an airline bathroom 
for a smoke, officials said Thurs- 
day as the diplomat prepared to 
leave the U.S. 

The diplomat, Mohammed Al- 
Madadi, was going to pay a consul- 
ar visit to the prisoner, said Alison 
Bradley, a public relations execu- 
tive hired to speak for the Qatari 
Embassy, and a State Department 
official. 

The prisoner, Ali Al-Marri, a cit- 
izen of Qatar, is serving eight years 
after pleading guilty last year to 
conspiring to support terrorism. Al- 
Marri was arrested after the Sept. 
11, 2001, terrorist attacks, accused 
of being a sleeper agent research- 
ing poisonous gasses and plotting 
a cyberattack. 

Consular officials frequently 


visit foreigners held in the United 
States to make sure they are being 
treated well. 

Bradley said Qatari diplomats 
have made multiple visits to Al- 
Marri in prison since he plead- 
ed guilty. The right to such vis- 
its is guaranteed by international 
agreements, and the U.S. Bureau 
of Prisons had approved this visit 
by Al-Madadi in advance, Brad- 


ley added. 

Questions remained about why 
a diplomat on an official trip, like 
Al-Madadi, would apparently flout 
airline security rules. Law enforce- 
ment officials said Al-Madadi later 
joked that he had been trying to 
light his shoe — an apparent ref- 
erence to the 2001 so-called shoe 
bomber, Richard Reid. 

No explosives were found on 



the plane, and authorities said they 
don’t think Al-Madadi was trying 
to hurt anyone during Wednes- 
day’s scare. He enjoys diplomatic 
immunity from U.S. prosecution 
and will not be criminally charged, 
authorities said. 

The State Department official 
said Qatar had not yet informed the 
administration how it will handle 
the case but has assured the U.S. 
that Al-Madadi will leave the coun- 
try. U.S. officials expect that to hap- 
pen later Thursday or Friday. 

“We fully expect this will 
be resolved very quickly,” State 
Department spokesman P.J. Crow- 
ley told reporters, (ap)

Early Ancestor Is Found 



Scientists say fossils 
display a mixture 
of ape, human traits 

Washington 

Two skeletons nearly 2 million 
years old and unearthed in South 
Africa are part of a previously 
unknown species that scientists 
say fits the transition from ancient 
apes to modern humans. 

The fossils bear traits from both 
lineages, and researchers have 
named them Australopithecus sed- 
iba, meaning “southern ape, well- 
spring,” to indicate their relation to 
earlier apelike forms and to features 
found in more modern people. 

“These fossils give us an 
extraordinarily detailed look into 
a new chapter of human evolution 
and provide a window into a crit- 
ical period when hominids made 
the committed change from depen- 
dency on life in the trees to life on 
the ground,” said Lee R. Berger of 
South Africa’s University of Wit- 
watersrand. 

Modern humans descended 


over millions of years from earlier 
groups, such as Australopithecus, 
the best-known example of which 
may be the fossil Lucy, who lived 
about a million years before the 
newly discovered A. sediba. 

Berger said the newly described 
fossils date between 1.95 million 
and 1.78 million years ago. 

Some have characterized the 
fossil find as a “missing link,” but 
that is a concept no longer accept- 


ed by science. 

“The 'missing link’ made 
sense when we could take the 
earliest fossils and the latest 
ones and line them up in a row,” 
explained Smithsonian Institu- 
tion paleontologist Richard Potts. 
But now researchers know there 
was great diversity of branches 
in the human family tree rath- 
er than a single smooth line.

responsible for planting 36 devic- 
es between Feb. 5 and Wednesday, 
said Robert R. Champion, an agent 
with the federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives. 
Authorities said they had found at 
least 16 explosive devices, includ- 
ing five pipe bombs. 

“These devices, over 30 in num- 
ber, have caused fear in this com- 
munity nothing short of domes- 
tic terrorism,” prosecutor Brit 
Featherston said. “Today that fear 
stops.” (AP)

Future of U.S. base 
unclear as opposition 
sets up interim rule 

Moscow 

Opposition leaders establishing an 
interim government in Kyrgyzstan 
amid violent protests and rioting 
said Thursday they had no imme- 
diate plans to close a critical U.S. 
air base supporting the NATO cam- 
paign in Afghanistan. 

But the tentative statements 
were delivered as the stability of 


the impoverished Central Asian 
republic remained precarious, with 
looting continuing in the streets of 
the capital, Bishkek, and President 
Kurmanbek Bakiyev refusing to 
step down a day after being forced 
to flee to the nation’s south. 

Speaking to the Echo of Moscow 
radio station from an undisclosed 
location, Bakiyev accused the oppo- 
sition of staging an armed coup and 
vowed to hold them responsible for 
the chaos that has gripped Bish- 
kek and the former Soviet repub- 
lic’s other major cities. Officials say 
at least 75 people have been killed 


and 400 hospitalized nationwide 
in clashes in which security forc- 
es fired on demonstrators who 
stormed government buildings 
and beat police officers. 

“I am the elected head of state. 
I do not admit any defeat,” Baki- 
yev said, arguing that the opposi- 
tion was unfit to govern. 

But Bakiyev, an autocrat swept 
into power amid mass demonstra- 
tions five years ago, acknowledged 
he had lost control of the govern- 
ment’s key levers of power. He 
denied accusations that he was 
organizing an armed resistance 


to storm the capital. 

His remarks were broadcast 
hours after the opposition declared it 
had dissolved parliament and estab- 
lished a transitional government 
that would remain in office until 
elections are held in six months. 

Roza Otunbayeva, a former for- 
eign minister and ambassador to

Up to 200 People Feared Dead After Mudslide in Rio de Janeiro 


Niteroi, Brazil 

As many as 200 people were bur- 
ied under tons of mud and feared 
dead on Thursday after a slum built 
atop a former landfill gave way in 
the latest deadly landslide to hit 
metro Rio de Janeiro. 

If confirmed, the deaths would

The U.N. mission in Sudan is call- 
ing this dusty town of straw huts 
the “hungriest place on earth,” 
and scenes of skeletal children 
and elderly people who are too 
weak to even walk tell of impend- 
ing tragedy. 


Two years of failed rains and 
tribal clashes in the outlying 
regions have laid the foundation for 
Africa’s newest humanitarian crisis. 
The World Food Program quadru- 
pled its assistance levels from Jan- 
uary to March and is now feeding 
80,000 people in the area. 

But even so, skeletal children 
with pencil-thin arms, exposed 
ribs and distended stomachs filled 
a hospital ward Thursday, while 
just outside the town of Akobo in 
southern Sudan elderly villagers lay

With worried 
mothers sitting nearby, these chil- 
dren may be only the leading edge 
of a looming famine. 

“If you stay here for a week, 
you’ll have problems, even if you 
have money,” Galou said.

Nuclear Talks Move to D.C. 

The new pact is only part of the Obama administration’s new nuclear strat- 
egy. It was signed just days after the White House announced a fundamen- 
tal shift in its policy on the use of nuclear weapons, calling the acquisition 
of atomic arms by terrorists or rogue states a worse menace than the Cold 
War threat of mutual annihilation. Leaders from more than 40 countries 
will gather in Washington next week to discuss improvements in securing 
nuclear materials. And the White House plans to lead calls for disarma- 
ment in May at the United Nations during an international conference on 
strengthening the Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty, (ap) 


Prague 

The nuclear weapons cuts Presi- 
dent Obama and Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev signed Thursday 
would shrink the Cold War super- 
powers’ arsenals to the lowest point 
since the frightening arms race of 
the 1960s. But they won’t touch the 
“loose nukes” and suitcase bombs 
seen as the real menace in today’s 
age of terrorism. 

“This ceremony is a testament 
to the truth that old adversaries can 
forge new partnerships,” Obama 
declared. “It is just one step on a 
longer journey.” 

The warheads covered by the 
treaty are lethal relics of the Cold 
War, and even with the planned 
reductions there will be enough 
firepower on each side to devas- 
tate the world many times over. 
And of more immediate concern 
are attempts by terrorist groups 
such as al-Qaeda and nations such 
as Iran and North Korea to acquire 
or use nuclear weapons. 


Obama and Medvedev showed 
solidarity for a spring showdown 
with Iran. And, beginning Monday, 
leaders of 47 countries will gather in 
Washington in an effort to prevent 
the spread of nuclear weapons, crack 
down on illicit nuclear trafficking 
and lock down vulnerable nuclear 
materials around the world. 

Introduced Thursday with 
trumpet fanfare, the two grinning 
presidents sat at an ornate table in 
Prague’s hilltop presidential castle 


and put their signatures to a land- 
mark successor to the 1991 Strate- 
gic Arms Reduction Treaty. Near- 
ly a year in the making, the “New 
START” signaled a bold opening 
in previously soured U.S.-Rus- 
sia relations. If ratified by both 
nations’ legislatures, it will shrink 
the limit of nuclear warheads to 
1,550 each over seven years, down 
about a third from the current ceil- 
ing of 2,200. 

Beyond securing legislative 


approval, urgent internation- 
al nuclear tasks still face the two 
leaders. 

For example, they are trying to 
forge an agreement among them- 
selves and four other nations — 
China, France, Britain and Ger- 
many — on how to tackle Iran’s 
continued defiance of United 
Nations demands that it cease 
enriching uranium. At Obama’s 
side, Medvedev made Russia’s 
support for considering a fourth 
round of U.N. sanctions on Iran 
clearer than ever. “We cannot turn 
a blind eye to this,” he said of Teh- 
ran’s intransigence. 

But that was not the main ques- 
tion heading into the leaders’ talks, 
which ran overtime to about two 
hours. At issue, as representatives 
from the six partners prepare for 
what Obama called “ramped-up” 
discussions in New York, is how 
weak any new sanctions regime 
would need to be to get Moscow on 
board — not to mention China, an 
even more stubborn holdout, (ap)

What about nuclear 
warheads? 

The agreed Limit for both sides is 
1,550. In the previous strategic 
arms agreement, known as the 
Moscow Treaty of 2002, the Limit 
was set as a range of 1,700 to 
2,200. Neither country has said 
how many it has Left, but the U.S. 
is believed to have between 2,100 
and 2,200, and the Russians are 
believed to have about 2,600. The 
way warheads are counted is dif- 
ferent in the new treaty, however, 
so comparisons are imperfect. 

Is ratification a sure thing 
in both countries? 

No, but prospects appear bright at 
this stage. The Obama administra- 
tion needs 67 votes in the Senate. 
The panel that has sole jurisdiction 
to write a resolution of ratification 
is the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, headed by Democrat 
John Kerry of Massachusetts, who 
strongly supports the treaty. The 
Russian parliament is expected 
to pass the treaty as Long as the 
Kremlin supports the pact. 

0 Why is the treaty 
important? 

The U.S. and Russian governments 
established a bridge to potentially 
more substantial arms reductions 
and have demonstrated to the rest 
of the world that they are capable 
of giving up at Least some of the 
weaponry they want others. Like 
Iran, to forgo.

0 What’s getting cut 
and how much? 

The new START treaty applies to 
nuclear weapons designed to strike 
from Long distances. The U.S. has 
288 nuclear-armed missiles aboard 
subs and 450 in underground silos, 
plus 60 bombers assigned to nucle- 
ar strike missions, for a total of 798. 
The treaty Limit is 700 but allows 
seven years to get there. The Rus- 
sians won't have to Lift a finger to 
comply, since they already are be- 
lieved to have fewer than 600.

Washington 

Washington area residents spoke 
out against cuts in Metro rail and 
bus service while urging local juris- 
dictions to increase their fund- 
ing to help Metro fill a $189 mil- 
lion budget gap for the fiscal year 
that begins in July, according to a 
Metro summary of public comment 
on the budget. 

Large majorities of the 3,633 
respondents to an online Metro sur- 
vey favored fare increases, includ- 
ing 80 percent supporting increas- 
es in off-peak fares, and 76 percent 
for peak fares, the summary said. 
Seventy percent backed raising the 
Metrobus boarding charge. 

One new type of fare increase 
that won support from 71 percent of 
those surveyed would charge more 
for trips taken during the 90-min- 
ute “peak of the peak” rush-hour 
times in the morning and at night. 
The times are 7:30 to 9 a.m. and 
4:30 to 6 p.m. 

Metro officials said technologi- 
cal hurdles would delay implement- 
ing such an increase. 

About 79 percent of people com- 
menting at public hearings or who 
wrote in specifically opposed ser- 
vice cuts. 

Metro’s board of directors will 
debate the alternatives for filling 
the budget gap at their next meet- 
ing, April 22, and set a goal of con- 
vening a special session April 29 to 
decide on the measures, ann scott

The Green Standard 


Capitals’ top defenseman 
raises his game to a new 
level in standout season 

The Capitals 

A year after being named a finalist for 
the Norris Trophy, given annually to the 
NHL’s top defenseman, the Capitals’ Mike 
Green did something strange with his 
name being mentioned as a favorite for the 
award once again. He went on Wikipedia 
and looked up what it said in regards to 
“James Norris Memorial Trophy.” 

“It means, 'complete defensive player,’ 
and last year I don’t think I was,” admit- 
ted Green, who for the second-consecu- 
tive season leads all NHL defensemen in 
points heading into Friday night’s match- 
up against Atlanta, the Capitals’ second- 
to-last regular-season game. 

All offense, no defense, has been the 
league-wide perception of Green since he 
emerged as a star when coach Bruce Bou- 
dreau took the reins of the franchise back 
in 2007. This year, though, the statistics 
reflect a new attitude on the ice. Playing 
for the NHL’s best team. Green is second 
among NHL defensemen in plus/minus 
with a plus-35 rating, behind only his play- 
ing partner Jeff Schultz and has the fewest 
penalty minutes since his rookie year. 

His offensive numbers, though, 
haven’t really suffered. He’s already set 
a career high in points (74), leads all 
NHL defensemen in every major offen- 
sive category and is the only blueliner in 
the league who’s averaging more than a 
point per game. 

“I feel like now for me to do my job 
really well and for us to come together 
as a defensive group, I have to play a cer-

Tiger Roars Back With Strong First Round

Returning from a five-month lay- 
off and trying to rebuild his rep- 
utation after a sex scandal. Tiger 
Woods quickly showed his game 
was still in good shape in Thurs- 
day’s first round. 

Even with 50-year-old Fred 
Couples putting up the best score 
of his Masters career for the lead 
and 60-year-old Tom Watson post- 
ing another turn-back-the-clock 
round in a major, all eyes were on 
the world’s best player during one 
of the most scrutinized opening 
rounds in golf history. 


No one was sure what to expect 
from Woods, a four-time Masters 
champion competing for the first 
time since a Thanksgiving night car 
wreck led to revelations of numerous 
extramarital affairs. But eagles at 
the eighth and 15th holes certainly 
answered the question on everyone’s 
mind: How would he play? 

When he rolled in an 8-foot putt 
at the 15th, it was the first time in 
his 16-year Masters career that 
he’s ever had a pair of eagles in the 
same round. It also left him just two 
strokes behind Couples’ 6-under 66. 
Woods’ 4-under 68 is his best open- 
ing round at the Masters.

Film Review 

“The Runaways,” a swift, stylized 
coming-of-age film about the germi- 
nal 1970s all-girl rock band, begins 
with an audacious, punk-rock flour- 
ish, when the band’s lead singer, Che- 
rie Currie, played by Dakota Fan- 
ning, unexpectedly gets her first 
menstrual period. The first image 
of this impressionistic, pared-down 
movie — so distilled and formula- 
ic that it’s almost an abstract ver- 
sion of the classic musical biopic — 
is the fateful drop of blood as it hits 
the L.A. pavement. 

Writer-director Floria Sigis- 
mondi, making her feature debut 
after a career producing music vid- 
eos for Marilyn Manson, the White 
Stripes and others, has adapted 
Currie’s memoir of her brief blaze

Fanning, whose wide-eyed, 
sun-kissed innocence recalls Kate 
Hudson’s breakout performance 
in “Almost Famous,” teeters as if 
on Currie’s own vertiginous plat- 
form heels between little girl and 
grown-up, in a role that often 
demands seeing Currie as both 
simultaneously. 

Sigismondi leaves it to viewers 
to decide whether the Runaways 
were simply a manufactured nov- 
elty act, a bold expression of female 
empowerment or a little bit of both. 
Rather than polemic or literalism, 
she’s far more interested in — and 
adept at — capturing the time and 
place that gave birth to the band, 
the 1970s Los Angeles captured so 
vividly in “Boogie Nights,” “Dog- 
town and Z-Boys” and “Mayor of 
the Sunset Strip.” At its best, “The 
Runaways” joins those films as a 
soaring, sympathetic ode to the 
outlaws, subversives and insur- 
gents who have occupied the edges 
of popular culture, making them 
safe for everyone else’s dreams.

Every week on “The Office” and 
“30 Rock,” Steve Carell and Tina 
Fey make us laugh at the inani- 
ties of the American workplace 
and the absurdities of network 
television.

murdered. No sooner does MikaeLstartto 
poke around than he is joined by multiply 
pierced computer hacker Lisbeth Sa- 
lander(NoomiRapace),thetattooedgirl 
ofthetitle.Muchofthefilm’smostcritical 
detective work involves high-tech twists 
to the shoe-leather approach to PI work, 
and for once it really works, (mo) 
GREENBERG (R, 100 minutes) A deli- 
cate, if slightlysmoggy, feeling of regret 
hangs over this quietly funny portrait of 
grown-ups growing up by Noah Baum- 
bach. Ben Stiller plays Roger Greenberg, 
a 40-year-old Brooklyn carpenter. He 
befriends Florence (Greta Gerwig), who 
exists in the same provisional, painfully 
self-conscious not-quite-there-ness as 
Greenberg himself.

GREEN ZONE (R, 115 minutes) Paul Green- 
grass’s wartime thriller, set in the early 
days of the Iraq conflict, isa jangly, noisy, 
compulsively restless thriller on a par 
with the “Bourne" movies, shot through 
with political critique. Matt Damon 
plays U.S. Army Chief Warrant Officer 
Roy Miller, who after the U.S. invasion in 
2003 has been tasked with finding the 


weapons of mass destruction on which 
the war was predicated. There’s no de- 
nying the film’s propulsive energy and 
the tantalizing idea of Damon’s making 
everything all right as a brave, morally 
infallible soldier. The irony, of course, is 
that this time his Bourne persona doesn’t 
suffer from amnesia.

HOTTUBTIME MACHINE (R, 93 minutes) 
The raunchy, guy-centric comedy makes 
a vertiginously high-concept bid to be 
this year’s version of “The Hangover," and 
darned if itdoesn’tsucceed. John Cusack, 
Rob Corddry and Craig Robinson star as 
estranged best buds who go on a ski trip 
and wind up athwart of the time-space 
continuum.
